WASHINGTON, April 19.—The 
case of Harry F. Sinclair, New York 
oil operator, on trial in the Supreme 
Court in the District of Columbia on 
an indictment charging that he en- 
tered into a conspiracy with Albert 
B. Fall, ex-Secretary of the Interior, 
to defraud the Government in the 
leasing of the Teapot Dome, will be 
in the hands of the jury not later 
than Saturday morning. 

The defense unexpectedly closed its 
case this morning and the Govern- 
ment used only a few minutes in re- 
buttal. The lawyers will make their 
arguments tomorrow and Justice 
Bailey is expected to charge the jury 
the first thing Saturday. 

The deposition made by Fall.in the 
expectation that it would explain the 
money transactions between the ,two 
men shortly after the Teapot Dome 
was leased and in which he sought 
to justify the secrecy that veiled;the:|:

Sinclair Maintains Silence. 


Sinclair did not take the witness 
stand as some had expected he would. 
He has never uttered a word in his 
own defense since the oil prosecu- 
tions were ordered more than four 
years ago. He smiled as Mr. Hoover 
of his counsel announced the defense 
had rested. Asked why he had. not 
taken the witness stand, there was 
no reply. In silence he started and 
in silence. he faces the finish, 
this may be the last of the criminal 
trials. growing out of the Teapot 
Dome scandal.

He suffered nothing worse than a 
ducking and was dried out. and 
warmed again in the lighthouse, 
where the aviators took .immediate 
vefuge from the biting Labrador cold. 


Lagoon Ice Is Treacherous. 


The incident was one outcome of 
the forced landing of the airplane 
on the ice. Captain Koehl was pilot- 
ing the Bremen at the time, Major 
Fitzmaurice in the seat beside him. 
They had just discovered the light- 
house through the fog below, and 
after having mistaken it for a ship, 
made out its real nature and decided 
to come down. 

Greenely Island was snow-covered 
and icebound. Here and there in the 
bay Captain Koehl and Major Fitz- 
maurice saw stretches of clear ice 
on which they could: land. But be- 
ing quite: unfamiliar with conditions, 
they chose the surface of a lagoon 
which was frozen, over, but as it 
turned out later, not so solidly as 
the sea beyond. 

Manoeuvring into position Koehl 
nosed the Bremen down and. landed 
on the ice; But the surface was not 
hard. Only a few days before a 
Spring thaw had melted the top ice 
and left. several feet of‘ water on 
the thicker ice beneath. Then freez- 
ing weather had set in and the ‘sur- 
face had frozen over so that ‘it pre- 
sented a deceptive appearance’ of 
safety.

It was during the time we were in a bad storm flying low 
over the water, but before darkness fell, that Koehl and I 
decided to have.a substantial meal to last us through the night, 
as we Would be too. much occupied later on. 

We ate: beef: tea, sandwiches, bananas and coffee. I thor- 
oughly enjoyed that meal—until after -drinking the coffee, 
which didn’t taste very nice. This, coupled with the fact that 
I was sitting on the exhaust side of the engine, with the ex- 
haust fumes of benzol coming into the cabin, made me dread- 
fully sick.

The question of wireless received serious consideration, 
but it was decided that an efficient and useful wireless set 
would weigh approximately 180 pounds.

Calls Radio “Absolutely Necessary.”

‘Major Fitzmaurice’s story today has several interesting points of 
comparison With the éxpefietites of other fliers over the North Atlantic. 
Apparently thé. Bremen {s the first plane completely to avoid ice forming 
oh the wings, and Major Fitzmaurice says, that..he, believes. the paraffin 
oll prevented this troable. . _- 

If so, it is a discovery of great value, for icé on the wings has’ been 
the cause not only of danger to transatlantic fliers but. also to mail pilots 
and all pilots who fly across:country in the Winter time. __ 

The Bremen, apparently, met with the very conditions which ordinarily 
cause ice—sleet; fog and-a temperature near the freezing point. 

His description of the snow and sleet storms reads very much like 
descriptions by Commander Byrd and Cldrence Chamberlin of the fog 
banks over the ocean, huge mushroom-like ‘clouds rising from thé sea. 


Navigation Apparently Accurate 


The navigation ofthe plane was apparently quite accurate wntil it 
entered the fog,.and might have been accurate then if the lights in the 
cockpit had not gone out of commission, 

It was undoubtedly due to the lack of lights and compass. variations 
that the plane went so far out of its way. to the north, and it speaks 
volumes for the skill of the pilots that, flying blind in this manner, they 
managed to keep it on a level keel. 

Another interesting thing about the trip as revealed by Major Fitz- 
maurice’s narrative is the deliberation with which the pilots sought to 
check the drift and velocity of the wind so as to keep on their course. 

So far as known, they are the only ocean filers who calmly flew in 
circles around smoke bombs, taking precious time to make sure that they 
were allowing the proper amount for drift. 

Checking drift over the ocean is always difficult and often impos- 
sible except with the aid of smoke bombs. 

The way in which the Bremen dipped toward the water, flying only 
fifty feet over the waves at times; recalls Colonel Lindbergh’s plunges 
downward at times to the strata of warmer air nearer the surface to get 
away from the ice which threatened him. 

The Bremen does not seem ever to have reached the height which 
Colonel Lindbergh, Clarence Chamberlin and Commander Byrd’s planes 
attained during their trips across in their efforts to get out of the fog.

Just after news was received that 
the parts necessary to repair the 
Bremen had been released by the 
customs, word came that a Ford tri- 
motored airplane had been placed at 
the disposal of the Gérman-lrish 
fliers. The plane is expected here 
from Detroit tomorrow. 

The parts needed by the Bremen 
will be placed on board, and with 
Bernt Balchen at the controls and 
Major Fitzmaurice and one mechanic 
as passengers, the ship will be flown 
to Greenely Island. 

The Ford plane will not be landed 
on the lagoon at Greenely Island 
where the Bremen came to grief, but 
will be brought down on the thick 
ice in the bay. The German plane 
lies near an embankment and it. is 
planned to unload all movable equip- 
‘ment and supplies from it and then 
repair it. 

After that Captain Koehl will fly 
it off the thin ice of the lagoon 
to a suitable landing place in the 
bay. There the equipmént will be 
reinstalled, and, with the original 
crew on board, the Bremen will be 
flown direct to New York. 


Bremen Will Circle Quebec. 


While this will be a non-stop 
flight, it. will mot be made from 
Greenely as the crow flies. Because 
of the assistance given by the Ca- 
nadian Government the monoplane 
will be flown from its presént posi- 
tion. westward to Quebec. There it 
will circle the city to indicate the 
appreciation of its crew and’ then 
fl} south to New York.

Every individual has two barriers 
against disease and ill health—the 
first, that afforded’ by the State in 
quarantine, clean streets, pure water 
and’ the like; the second, “individual 
resistance to disease” gained through 
periodic physical examinations and 
the practice of correct: personal 
hygiene. 

A frequent physical examination 
is of the utmost importance in the 
maintenance of health. Such gn ex 
amination should be agen nd 
and thoroughly performed in order 
that faulty living nt idlibe thes chee 
or beginning physical 
revealed as well as any ctious tae 
pairments.

Charging Dr. William J. O’Shea, 
Superintendent of Schools, with. bias 
in favor of Dr. Emil Altman, whose 
acts as Chief Medical Examiner of 
the Board of Education are to be in- 
vestigated by a spéCial board ¢om- 
mittee, the Teachers” Union has ‘re- 
quested President George J. Ryan to 
drop the Superintendent from the 
committee. The committee’s only 
other member is Commissioner 
Ralph R. McKee. A letter in which 
the reasons for this unusual request 
were given was sent to Mr. Ryan a 
week ago by.Dr. Henry R. Linville, 
President of the Union, who made it 
public yesterday. 

Dr. Altman has been accused of 
“brutality” and “intimidation” by 
More than twenty teachers, who 
have turned over written complaints 
to the union. Mr. McKee, who is 
Chairman of the two-man commit- 
tee, has indicated that he would 
consider only signed charges and 
has refused to giye the teachers an 
opportunity to air their grievances 
in person. 

Dr. Linville in his letter to Mr. 
Ryan bases his argument on two 
points: First, that Dr. O’Shea took 
particular pains five years ago to 
have Dr. Altman’s post exempted 
from Civil Service examination, and 
second, that Dr. O’Shea would con- 
vict himself of dereliction of duty by 
finding the charges substantiated, 
for Dr. Linville says Dr. O’Shea “had 


previous notice of coniplaints’’ 
against Dr. Altman. 

t was explained when the commit- 
tee was appointed by Mr. Ryan that 
the Board of Education would take 
up the matter if the charges were 
based on fact in the opinion of Mr. 
McKee and Dr. O’Shea. 

Th asking that Dr. O’Shea be 
dropped from the committee, Dr. 
Linville wrote: 

“IT hope it is unnecessary to say 
that I. mean no disrespect to Dr. 
O’Shea, but he, like the rest of us, 
is human, and it would be too much 
to ask of any man to divest himself 
of the interest that Dr. O’Shea has 
in this matter so that he could act 
as an impartial judge.’’

Phils, Opening Home Season Before 
12,000 Crowd, Stage 7-Run Rally 
in Sixth to Win.

PHILADELPHIA, April 19.—The 
Robins helped the Phillies inaugu- 
rate the National League season here 
this afternoon and in the confusion 
that necessarily always attends an 
inaugural anywhere they forgot all 
about their good intentions and went 
crashing down to a 9 to 5 defeat to 
the great delight of a gathering of 
about 12,000 Philadelphians, making

From a Philadelphia viewpoint, the 


afternoon was a complete success 
from the moment ayor Harry 
Mackey tossed out the first ball un- 
til Fresco Thompson tossed the last 
one. For Uncle Wilbert Robinson,

Dr. H. G. Rice recently went into a short discussion 
about the men who guard the right wings of various 
major league infields, and he picked Frisch and Bot- 
tomley of the St. Louis Cards as the prize’ pair.

CREATING A CRISIS. 


Fearing that they cannot find a 
man with whom to defeat the nomi- 
nation of Secretary Hoover, the Re- 
publican best minds are now hoping 
to beat him with an abstraction. 
They call it an “emergency.” [If it 
does not exist, they propose to in- 
vent it by the time the Kansas City 
Convention meets. This is the expla- 
nation of all the mysterious talk 
about a deadlock, which -will be 
plotted and artificial, but from 
which the Republican delegates 
may be induced to turn despairingly 
to President CooLipGe, constituting 
themselves a veritable General Staff 
to draft him into the army. With- 
out some kind of crisis the anti- 
Hooverites know that they could not 
induce the President to accept. The 
result is that they are racking their 
wits in the endeavor to get the right 
kind of crisis to dangle before him 
at the right moment. 

It is, of course, conceivable that 
some great national emergency 
should make it desirable for this 
country to have no break in the 
Executive. If we could wildly imag- 





ine our being plunged into a gigan-. 


tic ‘war before the middle of June, 
that would. furnish the sufficient 
excuse for renominating the Presi- 
dent against his express wishes. But 
neither that nor anynatural or finan- 
cial emergency is at all likely to pre- 
sent itself. Hence the need of great 


gency is one that terrifies politicians 
only. 

Senator Fess of Ohio, for example, 
has on his hands a fight for his polit- 
ical life, and almost persuades him- 
self that his defeat would be so un- 
paralleled a calamity that the Presi- 
dent ought to intervene to pre- 
vent it. All State and city Repub- 
lican bosses could in the same way 
cry out for Presidential help lest 
they perish—that is, lest they lose a 
few fat offices. But President CooL- 
1DGE himself has a pretty keen eye 
to distinguish between a genuine and 
a trumped-up emergency. When the 
latter is placed before him by the 
unhappy Republican managers, he 
will be apt to remind them that he 
knows a hawk from a handsaw, and

TELLING IT TO THE MARINES. 


Our marines must get out of 
Nicaragua by Christmas Day, if 
Senator °-LAINE can carry out his 
pious intention. His purpose is 1: 
invalidate the President’s power, or 
“usurped” power, to order troops 
abroad on his own hook as Com- 
mander-in-Chief of the Army and 
Navy. The President has no such 
authority, according to ‘Senator 
Norris, Well, Presidence PIERcE had 
no authority, so far as Congress was 
concerned, to make an Austrian 
vessel, American guns trained upon 
her, surrender in Smyrna the Hun- 
garian MARTIN KoszTA, who had de- 
clared his intention of becoming an 
American citizen. “Upon what act 
of Congress then existing,” said the 
Supreme Court, “ can any one lay his 
“finger in support of our Govern- 
“ment in this matter?” 

Yet that action was almost uni- 
versally approved, even by Congress, 
which voted a gold medal to Cap- 
tain INGRAHAM, commander of the 
sloop of war that enforced the sur- 
render. The Supreme Court said in 
a case arising from the bombard- 
ment of Graytown in 1854: 

As respects the interposition of 
the Executive abroad for the pro- 
tection ‘of the life or the property 
of the citizen, the duty must, of 
necessity, rest on the discretion of 
the President. h 

In 1900 President McKINLEY sent 
@ naval expedition and an arm, of 
5,000 men to China. A protocol of 
the European Plenipotentiaries and 
the American Minister to China, de- 
manding reparations, was ratified 
by the President alone. It will be 
remembered that President WILSON, 
when he asked Congress—and the 
Senate in vain—for authority to arm 
our merchant ships, declared that he 
already possessed it “ without spe- 
“cial warrant of law, but by the 
“plain implication of his constitu- 
“tional duties and powers.” In the 
Caribbean, whether wisely or un- 
wisely, both Republican and Demo- 
cratic Administrations have com- 
mitted us, by Executive action and 
by treaty, to large powers of inter- 
ference and action, often hostile, for 
the protection of American rights or 
interests. 

The pill is sugared by treaty talk 
about the preservation of indepen- 
dence, the protection of the life, 
liberty and property of citizens of 
the. weaker, State,.This bipartisan 
nolicy Han sometimes involved mili- 
tary occupation and not infrequently 
the use of United States forces 
without special sanction by Con- 
gress. Our intervention rests upon 
treaties. These are parts of the 
supreme law of the land. Instead of 
trying: to cut off appropriations for 
the maintenance of the marines, Mr. 
‘BLAINE and. his brethren should at- 
tack the treaties. To be sure, he 
disclaimed any special reference to 
any..country; but his.purpose is 
clear, He is simply trying to make 
@ point against ‘the desperate usurper 
in the White House. It is rather 
comic. ‘Throughout our history in 
the sphere of foreign relations, as 
between President and Congress, the 
former has not only maintained but 


enlarged his influence. 
_—_—

of the act. Tt is obvious that Con- 
gress might not find money in the 
Treasury “not otherwise; «appro- 
priated,” in which case migratory 
bird protection would be in straits 
as a Federal policy. 

The license system was not satis- 
factory to opponents of: the bill like 
Senator SWANSON of Virginia, who 
declared that “ if a national interest 
“is to be subserved, if the purpose 
‘is to aid the entire nation and to 
“protect the birds everywhere, the 
“money ought to come out of the 
“Treasury.” But what assurance 
is there that the funds to pay for 
sanctuaries approved by the Federal 
Conservation Commission would be 
regularly available? Mr. NORBECK 
had no illusions on this point. He 
repeatedly said that he knew of no 
way to raise the money needed ex- 
cept by Federal licenses. 

Senator TyDINGsS of Maryland, a 
State rich in snore birds and with its 
own sanctuaries, asked why those in 
favor of creating game sanctuaries 
did not “concentrate on the va- 
rious States” while seeking “to es- 
“ tablish another bureau of the Gov- 
“ ernment in Washington, and under 
“the guise of enforcing a treaty 
“ with a foreign country really make 
“local legislation for every State in 
“the Union.” Mr. NORBECK’s an- 
sSwer was that the States had found 
themselves unable to deal with the 
migratory bird problem. “We are 
“trying to do for migratory birds 
“ what the States have done for the 
“birds that nest and remain within 
“the State borders.” But when it 
comes to anything like double taxa- 
tion, however small it be, however 
worthy the cause, and when there is 
& question of Federal agents “ ha- 
rassing ” citizens of a State, the doc- 
trine of State rights is invoked. Mr. 
NORBECK asked the opposition to con- 
sider that “we get a great deal of 
“benefit out of sanctuaries located 
“in Canada” No one finds any 
fault with Canada in her execv ‘ion 
of the requirements of the treaty. 
She has established fifty sanctu- 
aries. But it has been uphill work 
to get our forty-eight States to 
cooperate. The Norbeck bill does 
not interfere with the operation of 
game laws in the States applying to 
migratory birds “in so far as they 
“do not permit what is forbidden by 
“Federal law.” Only by yielding to 
the argument that money ought to 
be voted out of the Treasury was Mr. 
NORBECK able to save his bill. 


MUSSOLINI AND FASCISM. 


Plans to assure the continuance of 
the Fascist régime after his own 
passing have occupied Premier 
MUSSOLINI for some time. In such 
schemes the Grand Council of the 
Fascist Party holds central place. 
The present Grand Council, of Mus- 
SOLINI’S own creation, is expected to 
designate a successor completely 
in harmony with his ideas. That 
successor will in turn appoint a new 
Grand Council. Thus an unbroken 
tradition will be maintained. To 
most European statesmen, Mr. JAMES 
reports, this logic is considerably too 
logical and automatic. Outsiders 
in Europe pay MUSSOLINI the com- 
pliment of asserting that he is much 
bigger ‘an his party. His prestige 
is sufficient to hold in check a far 
from negligible body of opposition in 
Italy. After MUSSOLINI the Fascist 
régime must depend on force rather 
moral sway; and force is a doubtful 
factor. 

Mr. JAMES makes the necessary 
reservation that similar speculations 
were rife concerning the fate of the 
Soviet régime and LENIN. The Bol- 
shevist leader’s death hasnot affected 
the stability of the Communist dic- 
tatorship. But the analogy between 
Communism and Fascism is far from 
perfect. Russian Communism, count- 
ing its antecedents in the Russian 
Socialist movement and before that 
in the general revolutionary move- 
ment, has a history of more than 
half a century behind it. The Bol- 
shevist Party under LENIN’S lead- 
ership was fifteen years old when 
it seized control. Even today the 
Communist power is in the hands 
predominantly of the Old Guard, 
men who grew up with LENIN or 
were schooled by him in the rigorous 
discipline which was one of his main 
revolutionary tenets. Though. seri- 
ous divisions of ‘opinion have. ap- 
peared in the Communist Party, one 
May expect that long association 
in the struggle against the Czarist 
régime and the memories of a quar- 
ter century or more are a cement 
that is not duplicated in a new move- 
ment like Fascism. 

Still more important is the fact 
that the Communist revolution has 
bit much deeper into Russian life 
than Fascism has done in Italy. 
Opposition to Fascism is described 
as “lethargic.” Russian Commu- 
nism has in large measure extirpat- 
ed its opponents, The “ bourgeois” 
class was partly killed off in the 
course of the civil wars and the 
revolutionary Terror, and in part 
scattered in exile. A social system 
has been uprooted and a new one set. 
up in its place. mney. ‘who profit 
the new system may be expected 
defend it with a pone 
even of desperation, that is

microscopic, and an anti-Fascist ‘up- 
heaval, if it should come, may 
correspondingly mild.

LES ACADIENS. 


Two hundred and fifteen years 
have passed since the signing of the 
Treaty of Utrecht, but the French 
Ambassador to the United States, M. 
PAUL CLAUDEL, has found’ utterly 
unchanged the descendants of the 
people whom the framers of that 
treaty hoped vainly to assimilate. 
In the Bayou Teche country of 
Louisiana he found them: gentle, 
merry. but, determined farmer-folk, 
the. kinsfolk. of Evangeline and 
Gabriel Lajeunesse .and ‘those others 
who left “the beautiful village of 
Grand Pré” in Canada ‘so long’ ago. 
Port Royal is forgotten, and the 
herding of the villagers on the Brit- 
ish ships, and perhaps even the 
words “ Perfide Albion” which once 
were constantly on their lips. Amid 
the live oaks and the Spanish moss 
of kindly Louisiana they have found 
the permanent home which. their 
ancestors believed they had discov- 
ered once in “ Acadie, home of the 
happy.” To express their abiding 
loyalty to their progenitors who 
never could be reconstructed when, 
MARLBOROUGH having crushed Le 
Roi Soleil, they passed from the flag 
of Louis to the flag of ANNE, they 
have retained their manners and 
their ancestral speech. Though theirs 
is the stout blood of the shores of 
La Manche, Ambassador CLAUDEL 
sailing down gentle streams embow- 
ered with tropical foliage might have 
thought himself in a southern prov- 
ince of his own fair land. 

“Vive l’Ambassadeur,” the chil- 
dren shouted, and committee Chair- 
men in formal black bowed grace- 
fully to him, saying: “Vous étes 
ici parmi les Francais.” On every 
side were the dark, sweet faces 
of French women and the strong 
oval countenances of French men. 
The insinuating Gallic speech was 
heard, its accents not of the Sor- 
bonne nor of any province, but un- 
mistakably French. They tried to 
be very stiff, like the English or the 
Spanish on such occasions, but their 
natural gayety prevailed, and they 
flocked merrily about the Ambassa- 
dor as if he were any beloved M. le 
Maire in .y town of France. After 
all, Monsieur, though an envoy, is a 
poet, hein? And he is a Frenchman, 
and, enfin,-all the French are demo- 
crats. This people in their day had 
suffered for France, and during a 
bitter pilgrimage had preserved the 
spirit of La Patrie. Perhaps there is 
no colony of another race which 
could have lived such a pastoral as 
this one. And the gracious westland 
of Louisiana lent itself to the soft 
scene as, for instance, rugged Quebec 
never could, 

In Grand Pré the “richest were 
“ poor, and the poorest lived in abun- 
“dance,” and so it is in St. Martin’s 
Parish.

MUSIC FOR CHILDREN. 


Music lessons for reluctant little 
girls and boys will not be compul- 
sory if the writers of the April 
number of Child Study have influ- 
ence with parents and teachers. Al- 
most the whole issue is devoted to 
discussing how to discover if a child 
is musically gifted, how and when 
musical training should begin and 
what to do about the average child 
who likes music but hates practice 
and the indifferent child with “no 
ear” for melody and little sense 
of rhythm. 

There can be no question that 
every child should have the oppor- 
tunity to hear and, if he likes, to 
sing good music. The atmosphere 
which includes singing and playing 
the piano by members of the family 
as well as mechanical reproduction 
devices will foster his interest and 
desire to take his part. If he has 
the capacity he will enjoy his own 
efforts. Kindergarten workers have 
found that the child who cannot 
sing and who is bored by the singing 
of his mates is. brought into har- 
mony with the class by introducing 
him all over again to music through 
musical games. His skipping about 
makes him forget the embarrass- 
ment of singing. One older boy of 
a mechanical turn was drawn into 
musical interest through encourage- 
ment of his ability to make simple 
instruments. 

When to begin the forma! cultiva- 
tion of what seems to the parents 
an obvious talent: is a question that 
puzzles many of them. Educators 
are almost unanimous that the. piano 
is the first instrument a child should 
study. There is less agreement on 
the time for beginning. Our great 
musicians in most cases went into 
training very». young. If. a child 
seems to be gifted, should he not 
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years of strain. He then continues 
with an enthusiasm that “ rents Upae 


be|a sense of power.” 


Putting obstacles in the way of 
the eager ‘child is another matter. It 
would be a mistake to let him pick 
out tunes by ear when he is longing 
to be able to read notes. Recogni- 
tion of the differences in ability 
among children is essential. To as- 
sist those in charge of children to 
discriminate intelligently a series of 
tests has been advised by CarRL E. 
SEASHORE. Many schools are using 
them for group testing. It is sug- 
gested that grown people, especially 
those who have exhausted the possi- 
bilities of the various psychology 
questionnaires, might find pleasure 
as well as information in trying 
them on their friends. 


AN ILLOCAL UNIVERSITY. 


Incorporation of St. Stephen’s 
College as a constituent part of Co- 
lumbia University is not a novel pro- 
cedure. Oxford and Cambridge have 
each many colleges. Toronto Uni- 
versity has several colleges and two 
theological schools grouped around 
the State College and under the 
aegis of the university. The Uni- 
versity of California has a college at 
Los Angeles and schools and depart- 
ments all over the State. Some of 
the other State universities have 
outlying laboratories, experiment 
stations and teaching centres. 

This step on the part of Columbia 
University is, however, probably 
unique among institutions of private 
endowment in America. It follows 
in principle the plan which the 
founders of the University of the 
State of New York had in mind 
nearly 150 years ago. Their designs 
developed into a sort of mystical 
»~ublic university embracing in its 
supervision all the institutions of 
higher learning in the State, but 
without Faculty or students of its 
own—an alma mater of corporations. 
King’s College that was has grown to 
ye one of the mightiest of universi- 
ties; and now expanding lends of its 
prestige to a college which differs 
not at all in its status from the 
other component colleges but only in 
its locus. It is ninety miles away in- 
stead of as many yards. But this 
expansion or absorption is quite in 
character with that of institutions 
in most of the fields of modern en- 
deavor. “Integration” is employed 
in the commercial world to promote 
economies in production and distri- 
bution. President BUTLER has for 
years been urging integration in 
the world of education to increase 
educational effectiveness and to pre- 
serve the best academic standards. 
That principle is now to be put into 
practice. 

All the good is not to come to St. 
Stephen’s, though it is greatly to be 
advantaged by this association with 
a@ world-known university, in which 
it keeps, however, its integrity. The 
“integration” will give Columbia 
another and a sequestered camp 
shut away from the disturbances of 
the city, yet easily accessible, where 
students of certain aptitudes may 
better carry on their studies under 
the guidance of accredited scholar- 
ship. Altogether it is a most inter- 
esting educational venture, of which 
the success is assured by the very 
elements that enter into it. 


TOPICS OF THE TIMES. 


It was the habit of 
the Harding Adminis- 
tration to let a_ little 
sunshine into business 
negotiations with pri- 
vate citizens. ‘‘Friendship’’—which 
happens also to be the name of Mr.

The one for Dec. 31, 1927, shows

average annual increase of $98,000,- 
000: in the preceding four years. 
Measured simply by the course of 
the annual surplus, suspended pro- 
duction and expenditure for new plant 
during 1927 appear to have made the 
year’s visible results about $118,000,- 
000 worse than in 1926. It is true 
that appraisal of machinery is raised 
$7,206,000, and of real estate $13,285,-

plus. The item ‘‘cash,’’ however, 
which is made up mostly but not 
entirely of bank deposits, shows re- 
duction of $46,093,000 in 1927. But 
there was still $367,616,000 left in 
the cash account at the end of last 
December. There will be more curi- 
osity to find how far the cash and 
the surplus will have been built up 
again by the end of 1928. That will 
evidently depend, first on the selling 
of more Ford cars than in 1927, and 
next on the profit earned per car on 
the new model, which is very much 
a secret.

First Spotted by Airplane Patrols.

Make Various Breeds. 


POLICE DOG MOST NATURAL 


And Bulldog Is Most Stupid, He 
Asserts—Efforts to Re- 
verse Process Told. 


TREE CELLS 250 YEARS OLD 


Dr. D. T. MacDougal Finds Desert 
Plant. With Part of Original 
Structure Still Living. 


Special to The New York Times. 

PHILADELPHIA, April 19.—Enter- 
ing. upon the third century of its ex- 
istence the American Philosophical 
Society, which was founded in 1727 
by Benjamin Franklin and is the 
cradle of science in America, was 
‘ealled to order today by Dr. Francis 
xX. Dercum, sitting in the Presi- 
dential chair which is the identical 
piece of furniture that Benjamin 
Franklin used to occupy. 

The’ program covered a wide va- 
riety of scientific topics. The address 
of greatest general interest was a 
discussion by Dr, Charles R. Stock- 
ard, Professor of Anatomy of Cornell 
University, of studies of certain 
breeds of dogs which establish a 
parallel. between them and human 
freaks, or peculiar types which have 
deviated from the normal because of 
disease or modifications of the en- 
docrine glands, such as the thyroid 
and pituitary. 

The Boston terrier, for instance, 
with its prominent eyes, extreme 
nervousness and tendency to have 
exophthalmic goitre was found to 
have a bad thyroid gland, centuries 


of breeding having fixed the char- 
acteristics which appear in human 
beings as a disease. 


Bulldog a “‘Stupid Freak.” 

The British bulldog is a freak 
product of the breeder’s art, corre- 
sponding to a certain type of dwarf 
which is marked by a normal torso, 
gnarled but strongly muscled arms 
and legs and by a ‘“‘dished’’ or 
sunken face, The bulldog and this 
type of dwarf suffer from a condi- 
tion. called achondroplasia, which 
means lack of cartilage. 

In the human being there is a car 
tilaginous process at the base of the 
skull which remains cartilage until 
about the age of 23, when it becomes 
bone. As the cartilage grows ordi- 
narily until the individual has be- 
come adult, it pushes forward the 
region about the bridge of the nose 
in the normal manner, but in human 
dwarfs of this type and in the Brit- 
ish bulldog this cartilage changes 
into bone very early in life, produc- 
ing the depression at the bridge of 
the nose. 

In both the bulldog and the dwarf

roid gland and other gland distor- 
tions. The bulldog, according to the 
speaker, is not the strong-willed and 
inde dent creature which Yale and 
the tish think it. 

“It is one of the most stupid of all 
forms of dogs,’’ said Dr. Stockard. 
*"The reason that it does not obey is 
not that it is reasoning out the mat- 
ter for itself, but because it does not 

quickly and because of its 
stupidity.”

‘ Dr. Stockard is feeding thyroid ex- 
tracts and giving thyroid injections 
to young bulldogs and other canine 
gland patients to see if they respond 
to treatment and grow up in more 
normal fashion, but he sai@ this part 
of the experiment had not. been car- 
ried far enough to produce depend- 
able results.

WALKER ASKS HELP 
FOR HOUSING PLAN 


Appeals to Landowners to Aid 
in Forsyth-Chrystie St. 
Widening Program. 








WANTS REASONABLE PRICES 


Intimates That Otherwise Project 
Will Be Dropped—Hearing 
May 3. 


On motion of Borough President 
Julius Miller of Manhattan the Board 
of Estimate voted yesterday to name 
May 8 as the date for a public hear- 
ing on the city’s plan to widen 
Chrystie and Forsyth Streets. The 
Mayor explained that, under the ex- 
cess condemnation law, the City Ad- 
ministration. proposed to demolish 
the old tenements along those streets, 
and on eight of the blocks of excess 
land to be acquired at the same time 
it is proposed that model sanitary 
tenements shall be erected by com- 
panies or individuals taking lease- 
hold from the city on such terms 
as will make it possible to rent 
apartments at a rate not to exceed 
$10 a room. 

In connection with this announce- 
ment Mayor Walker made it clear 
that if property owners holding the 
land to be acquired should undertake 
to demand extortionate prices, so 
high as to make low rentals imprac- 
ticable, the entire improvement plan, 
including the street ae would 
be abandoned at least for the 
present. 

“Tf this proposition for the widen- 
ing of these two streets, forming vir- 
tually a wide extension of Second 
Avenue southward to Canal Street, 
shall be adopted,’’ said Mayor 
Walker, ‘‘the air h to connect 
with it a housing enterprise which 
will replace with modern multiple 
dwellings the unsightly and insani- 
tary tenements now lining those 
streets. But that certainly will not 
be done unless the owners of the 
property directly concerned show a 
di ition to come forward volun- 
tarily and offer to the Controller or 
to a special committee options at 
reasonable prices, which = | be sub- 
quen ratified by the court awards, 
ins of undertaking, as has been 
so often done in the past, to hold u 
the city for exorbitant costs, includ- 
ing appraisers’ fees, ee for 
realty experts, counsel and the like. 

‘"This improvement is greatly need- 
ed as a relief to traffic congestion, 
but the Chair, at least, will be op- 
posed to the street widening unless 
we can couple with it the building of 
blocks of up-to-date sanitary a - 
ment houses at a cost that 
able the leasing com ies to rent 
a ents at a price not to exceed 
$10 a room, and the Chair believes 
this can be done at $8 a room if the 
acquisition of the property is not 
encumbered with the many excessive 
charges that usually attend condem- 
nation proceedings. 

“‘We have recently learned how 
much more advantageously the city 
may acquire park lands y quietly 
obtaining options. We propose now 
to try to utilize the same methods in 
the prosecution of other public im- 
provements. This is a humanitarian 
project and not merely a business 
affair, and we ask the cooperation

PHILIPPOPOLIS CITY IN RUINS 


King Boris and Premier Go to Aid 
of Victims of Worst 
Disaster Since War, 


Wireless to TH NEw York Tues, 

SOFIA, April 19.—As first details 
from the stricken area, belated due 
to disruption of all forms of com- 
munication, reached Sofia late this 
evening, last night's series of earth- 
quakes was revealed ‘as the greatest 
national calamity suffered by Bul- 
garia since the World: War. 
In the number of lives lost as well 


as the amount. of property destroyed, 
the earthquakes were unequaled by 
any misfortune of recent years, un- 
less the enforced migration of Bul- 
= from the territory given to 
reece by the post-war treaty-mak- 
ers be taken into consideration. 

European sesimographs, which 
registered the first schock at 9 
o’clock last night as catastrophic, 
told only a small part of the ry. 
This first earthquake was followed 
by twenty-nine others within five 
hours, the thirteenth and final shock 
being the heaviest of all. 

The earthquake centre is thought 
to save been between Palazely and 
Zadowa, although, because of its size, 
Philippopolis was the hardest hit. 


Great Disaster Admitted. 


With the apparent intention of not 
further exciting the already half- 


panicstricken inhabitants of Sofia, 
who spent the greater part of last 
night in the streets, as the earth- 
quake was felt so sharply there that 
the: huge bell in the Alexander New- 
ski Cathedral began to ring, the Gov- 
ernment Press Bureau issued very 
careful communiqués on the extent 
of the earthquake damage during the 
greater part of today. 

Pending the arrival of authentic 
details these communiqués minimized 
the disaster. By night, however, it 
was realized that ‘‘the catastrophe 
was very much greater than was at 
first thought could have been possi- 
ble’’—and so a communiqué stated. 

Although only a hurried survey of 
the damage has been possible as yet 
and although many bodies are still 
undoubtedly under collapsed build- 
ings, it is definitely known that fif- 
teen are dead in Philipvopolis itself 
and twenty-seven in five villages 
near by, while seven are dead in the 
surrounding countryside. 


Tobacco Warehouses Ruined. 


About 1,500 houses in Philippopolis 
are completely destroyed and an- 
other 1,000 are in danger of collaps- 
ing. A safe estimate would be that 
another 1,000 houses collapsed in 
nearby districts, which resemble in 
some respects a cyclone area. 

Tobacco warehouses filled with 
choice blends, which have long been 
famous all over the world as Turkish 
tobacco, are situated in that part of 
Philippopolis which was hardest hit; 
hence practically all of them lie in 
ruins, with rain finishing ‘1e work 
of destruction of their contents 
which the earthquake began. 

The railway station and the mili- 
tary casino are also among the build- 
ings heavily damaged. ‘There is 
scarcely a house in the city which 
has not cracked or lost a chimney. 

To say that panic reigned in Philip- 
polis and for miles around during 
last night would be putting it very 
mildly. The populace from 
their homes in a cold rain and sought 
safety in the open countryside. All 
electric and gas. lighting systems 
were wrecked, and the whole city 
was in total darkness until the night 
skies were illuminated by burning 
buildings. 

The inevitable, of course, happened, 
as every one joined the pell-mell rush 
into those areas where no house 
could topple on them. Families were 
separated and many mothers and 
even a few fathers became insane. 
Numbers are still raving maniacs, 
— = will probably never recover 
minds. 

As the first news reached Sofia 
Premier Liaptcheff hastened to Phil- 
ippolis, whither King Doris followed 
him soon afterward when it was re- 
vealed how disastrous the calamity 
was. Their progress was slow, for 
the railway lines in a large portion 
of the earthquake area are useless, 
even the roadbed being destroyed in 
some places as it sank five feet when

SOFIA, Bulgaria, April 19 @.—A 
population dumb with d r and 
fear was pictured tonight in reports 
from the Philippopolis district, 
visited last night by the second shat- 
tering earthquake within a week. Al- 
most 100,000 people are shelterless. 
Their homes are in ruins, their 
possessions gone, their highways 
broken. Bridges have been destroyed 
and railway ks twisted awry on 
rights of way that have sunk six

$505 at Brooklyn Sales of 
Contraband Articles. 


FEDERAL VALUE WAS $720 


Fish Nets, Toboggans, Caskets and 
Other' items Are Put on the 
Block for $1,500. 


About $1,500 was obtained yester- 
oon A by the first day’s auction of 
icles seized by the United States 
Customs at the port of New York. 
The sale was conducted by Acting 
Deputy Collector Peter F. Bradley at 
the Army Supply Base, Fifty-eighth 
Street and First Avenue, Brooklyn. 
From 9 A. M. until 4 P. M. 150 
men and women, mostly professional 
buyers, sat in a large storeroom 
pengent with the smell of liquor and 
d business with the Government. 
On asking how much liquor was 
stored in the building, a guard un- 
locked a door right next to the auc- 
tion and led the way into a series 
of rooms piled high with whisky, 
wine and alcohol seized in raids. 

At the auction session fish nets, to- 
boggans, caskets, bassinettes, empty 
suitcases, in fact all descriptions of 
articles from jewels to a very essen- 
tial part of modern plumbing, were 
going to the highest bidder. 

Perhaps one package cantainin 
one bracelet, the whole marked ‘‘El- 
sie Janis,’’ was of more interest than 
the rest. This bracelet was seized 
by customs officials when Miss Janis 
declined to pay the duty on it when 
she was bringing it into the country. 
In the auction catalogue it was val- 
ued at $720. It was knocked down 
for $505 to Jacob Marks of 626 
Broadway, Manhattan, who said that 
he was going to add it to his valuable 
collection similar jewels. 

The first offering went to H. Gold- 
berg of Orchard Street, Manhattan. 
This comprised 205 lots, which were 
reported by the Federal araaner as 
“of no commercial value.’’ Mr. Gold- 
at bought them unopened for 10 
cents a lot.

y the President in principle it will 
doubtless be accepted by Chairman 
Reid of the Flood Control Committee 
and his followers. 

Indications tonight are that the 
flood control situation has been com- 
— in such a way that leaders be- 
feve a bill can. now be passed that 
will avoid the danger of a Presiden- 
tial veto. 


The Compromise Provisions. 


It provides for the acquisition by 
the States of the rights-of-way along 
the Mississippi River bank upon 
which levees will be built, elimina- 
tion of Section 4 of the Jones- 
Reid bill, which proposed to commit 
the Federal Government to pay for 
damages incurred in acquiring land 
for levee construction and the estab- 
lishment as well of floodways and 
complete control by the 
ecutive, through the army engi- 
neers, of the making of contracts 
and the expenditure of funds; con- 
finement of the provision authoriz- 
ing a reservoir survey to the single 

hase of the survey, anu requiring 
urther consideration by Congress if 
authorization is to be given the build- 
ing of reservoirs. The bill also will 
limit the amount to be expended for 
flood control. 

The principle of local contribution, 
which the President has insisted be 
maintained, is to be preserved if the 
States furnish levee rights of way. 
Representative Madden has estimat- 
ed that the cost of the land alo 
the banks of the stream upon whic 
levees will be built will not entail a 
burden on the States of more than 
$14,000,000. 

General debate on the Flood Con- 
trol bill was concluded today. It will 
be taken up under the five-minute 
rule tomorrow. The leaders hope to

“The unanimous vote of the Thir- 
ty-sixth Continental Congress in 
favor of the 5-5-3 ratio as agreed 
upon at the Washington Conference, 
obligated the National Defense Chair- 
man to appear before the Naval Af- 
fairs Committee at their request and 
state the stand of the society on the 
havy program. 

“Anything short of a prompt re- 
sponse when asked to appear before 
the committee would have branded 
the National Defense Chairman as 
a slacker.’’ 

Mrs. Walker asserted that pacifist 
propaganda opposed to the naval 
building program was responsible for 
stirring the Naval Affairs Committee 
and that wide publicity and agita- 
tion against it dated from the e 


of her appearance before the House 
committee. 


Mrs. Walker appeared twice be- 
fore the congress today, each time 
urging the delegates to ‘‘keep the 
country free from internationalism.’’

POLISH ARTISTS IN RECITAL. 


Kochanski, Violinist, and Stojowski, 
Pianist, Give a Fine Program. 


Two distinguished Polish musicians 
Paul Kochanski, violinst, and Sigis- 
mond Stojowski, pianist, collabor- 
ated last night at the Town Hall in 

a recital devoted to works by their 
compatriots. The program also in- 
cluded Mr. Stojowski’s own Sonata 
in E major, . 87, No. 2. Other 
items were Pa erewski’s Sonata in 
A minor, Op. 13, for violin and 
piano, two violin solo pieces of Szy- 
manowski, the *“‘Chant de Roxane’”’ 
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The Rise of Hazel Lawrence. 
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Like the Immortal Susan Lennox of 
the pre-war brand of defiant realism, 
Hazel Lawrence manages to escape 
her primrose past in the three loosely- 
jointed acts of ‘‘Box Seats,’’, which 
went on at the Little last evening. 
Edward Massey, the,author, is knokn 
chiefly for his skill in directing 
amateur and semi-professional 
dramas and for at least one of 
his’ own plays entitled ‘‘Plots 
and Playrights.’’ In ‘‘Box Seats’’ he 
has strung together a.shop-worn and 
prolix narrative which chronicles a 
fallen woman’s struggle to keep her 
daughter respectable. Although Mr. 
Massey keeps it thoroughly conven- 
tional he does contrive to give it 
moments when the simple artlessness 
of the emotion makes an effective 
acting scene. Never exhilarating, 
never really dull. it pieces outa long 
evening with theatricai melodrama 
and sentiment. 

When Hazel Lawrence, a comfort- 
ably kept. woman, decides to give her 
daughter ‘‘box seats’’ in this theatre 
of the world, they all laugh at her 
skeptically. Already the nasty- 
minded little urchins of the neigh- 
borhood are flinging ugly taunts at 
little Dolly; there is no secret about 
her mother’s profession. But al- 
though Hazel falters now and then 
in her personal regeneration, she 
never relapses and she maintains a 
vigilant watch over Dolly. In the 
second act she saves Dolly from 
er eat a dope fiend and general 
rotter. In the last act she marries 
her off to the scion .of the New York 
Stanwoods. Young Stanwood, an up- 
standing stripling, is a little shame- 
faced when I’s past is .men- 
tioned. In svite of it he thinks she is 
“grand.’’” What his own mother may 
think is another question. 

Mr. Massey leaves nothing out. We 
see Hazel quarreling. about money 
with her lover. We listen to the racy 
argot of the loose profession when 
her sister in sin, Myrtle Dugan, 
waddles in. Back stage in a country 
show house we hear Doc Blake’s 
generous proposals which include 
everything except marriage and we 
witness a mother’s shame when grim 
circumstances force Hazel to bare 
her soul. In the last act we see 
Hazel,- now a popular show girl, rul- 
ing her roost from the eminence of a 
huge bed which dominates the stage. 
Orders for breakfast, orders for 
newspapers and magazines, orders to 
the negro maid and the glib patter 
of the profession inform us.of the im- 
pulsive, brilliant, indolent lives that 
stage folk lead in the best hotels. A 
woman of Hazel Lawrence's type 
may be down, but Mr. Massey takes 
pains to prove that she is never out. 

Like the play, the acting lacks 
originality, but the casting has assem- 
bled an agreeable company. As Hazel, 
Joan Storm is good-natured and 
straightforward through all the ver- 
hoatiten of the drama... Patricia Bar- 
clay is attractive in the reserved part 
of Dolly 

At lenat two type actors familiar to 
the local stage make a good deal of 
their present opportunities—Elizabeth 
Patterson and George W. Barbier. 
Miss .Patterson is doubtless the fe- 
male in black bombazine of whom 
the Autocrat of the Breakfast Table 
used to write.

The manoeuvre which has repeat- 
edly been adopted atthe height of 
the speculative excitement,, consist- 
ing in extravagant bidding-up of 
three of four selected stocks, was 
repeated with unusual vigor. Radio 
stock was driven up 15% points, Na- 
tional Tea 24, Delaware & Hudson 
17, and: advances of 8:-or 4 points 
were effected in numerous other 
shares. There was some reaction in 
prices at the last;. but, compared 
with the preceding advances, it was 
slight, Today's market may possibly 
show whether yesterday’s was gov- 
erned by erroneous expectation of 
the news regarding bank rates and 
brokers’ loans, or by belief that 
nothing which might occur in either 
.of those directions could check. the 
speculation for the rise. 

Advance of rediscount rates from 
4 per cent. to 4% by the two out-of- 
town banks means higher money. 
It almost certainly means also a rise 
in the New York bank rate later; the 
taking of the initial step by other 
Reserve banks merely follows the 
familiar formula. No official rate 
as high as 4% has been fixed at New 
York since February, 1928. Except 
for evidence of a continued policy of 
selling Government securities, and a 
decrease of $29,359,000. in the sys- 
tem’s gold reserve (which is now 
$815,890,000 less than a year ago), 
there were no important changes in 
‘the Reserve bank statements. The 
Reserve bank's official recapitula- 
tion of gold exports in the week 
ending yesterday was $30,012,000, 
making $65,500,000 in the past three 
weeks, as against $97,000,000 in the 
whole of March, As for the $134,- 
000,000 increase in brokers’ loans, 
which was second in magnitude to 
the $153,900,000 increase of the first 
week in April, it need only be aga PP 
served that it raises the total $1,250,- 
000,000 above that of a year ago and 
makes the expansion thus far in the 
present year $411,000,000, comparing 
with $90,000,000 in the same period 
of 1927. The week’s ‘ncrease was 
again made possible by heavy addi- 
tion to loans of other institutions 
than the New York banks. 

Contrasts between the existing 
trend in our Federal Reserve and at 
the European central banks, as @ re- 
sult of the ‘‘redistribution’’ of our 
gold, were emphasized again by the 
weekly statements. The Bank of 
England gained £916,000 gold; it now 
holds more in its reserve than at any 
time since the Summer of 1925. The 
movement is of timely interest, from 
the fact that London half expects 
that proposals for amalgamating 
Great Britain’s two paper curren- 
cies will be made in next week's 
budget speech. Inauguration of such 
a plan would necessarily depend on 
the gold reserve. At present the 
bank’s total gold holdings are almost 
exactly one-third of outstanding 
bank notes and currency notes com- 
bined, which is not much smaller 
than the 40 per cent. required by 
our statute against Federal Reserve 
notes. 

How much gold the Bank of 
France now actually holds is not 
shown in its weekly statements, be- 
cause the French gold imports, 
which have run well above $100,000,- 
000 in the last few months, are 
merely enteréd among “sundry as- 
sets’? along with foreign exchange 
bills held. The increase of about 
$13,500,000 in that item yesterday 
probably meant more purchases of 
exchange. Although the French

Federal: ‘Reserve © Board  Ap- 
proves Increasé From 4 to 41, 
Per Cent. in ‘Boston, Chicago. 


SAME MOVE EXPECTED HERE 


It May Be Averted, However, by 
Higher Figure Elsewher:, Check- 
Ing Flow of Money to Wall St.

WASHINGTON, April 19.—Secre- 
tary Mellon, who yesterday attended 
a meetifig of the Federal Reserve 
Board, said today that the subject 
under discussion was the rediscount 
rate. ‘Within a few hours after this 
statement'the Federal Reserve Board 
held another meéting today and an- 
nounced that the Federal Reserve 
banks of Boston and Chicago.had es- 
tablished a rediscount rate of 4% per 
cent, on all classes of paper of all 
maturities, effective April 20. The 
previous rate was 4 per cent. 

It has been saportad that other Fed- 
eral Reserve banks have the same 
subject under consideration. 
The utmost secrecy as to what 
course other banks, especially in New 
Kort bay y take was preserved by the 
cretary Mellon. It is 
thought" the action of Boston and 
Chicago is preliminary to a plan to 
increase the rates in other reserve 
districts. 

Representative Dickinson of Iowa, 
Republican leader of a. House 
Farm Bloc, announced that he 
would ask the House ‘Senos and 
Currency Committee to make an in- 
vestigation of brokers’ loans with a 
view to the enactment of legislation 
putting a.curb on speculation. Mr. 
Dickinson offered a resolution of in- 
qui on the subject early in the 
session. 

He has collected data on the sub- 
ect prepared by the Senate Bank- 
ng and Currency Committee and 
will submit it to the House commit- 
tee with the recommendation that a 
study of the subject be made and a 
bill reported bearing on loans made 
for speculative purposes. Mr. Dick- 
inson takes the tion that specu- 
lation has something to do with the 
troubles of the farmer. 


Increases Tension Here. 


Advances in the rediscount rates of 
the Federal Reserve Banks of Chi- 
cago and Boston from 4 to 4% per 
cent., word of which was flashed to 


close of the stock market yesterday, 
increased the tension which has been 
felt in the financial community for 


several weeks regarding the possi- 
bility of a rate advance by the Fed- 
eral Reserve Bank of New York. 

The directors of the New York 
bank made noc e in their rate 
of 4 per cent. at their weekly meet- 
ing yesterday, but the opinion was 
expressed in banking circles that 
such action would be almost impos- 
sible to avoid in the next few weeks 
unless the rate changes made else- 
where brought a modification of the 
present situation, which has been 
marked by rapidly mounting loans to 
brokers. 

The natural ‘effect of the advances 
in the other centres will be to draw 
money away from New York, re- 
versing a trend that has brought 
large amounts of funds here from 
various rts of the country for em- 
ployment in the stock market in re- 
cent weeks. It is considered likely 
here that the Federal Reserve Board 
in Washington, in approving the ad- 
vances made in Chicago and Boston, 
had this in mind. 

The largest increases in brokers’ 
loans have been in the amounts 
placed for the account of out-of-town 
banks, and if a considerable portion 
of these funds now is diverted into 
other channels it may be that the 
ends of the Federal Reserve authori- 
ties will be served without a change 
being made in the New York rate. 


Out-of-Town Loans Mount. 


The advances in the Chicago and 
Boston rates became known only a 
short time before the announcement 
of the weekly Federal Reserve fig- 
ures on brokers’ loans These showed 
a fresh increase of more than $134,- 
000,000 for the week, placing the total 


above $4,000,000,000 for the first time 
on record. The brokers’ loan fig- 
ures are printed on Page 35 of this 
issue.

Read & Co. supporting French 
chemical interests and the American 
chemical companies involved in the 
Anglo-British deal, the -question - is 
being asked whether the American 
chemical industry is not protecting 
its Own world-wide markets by, finan- 
cial participation in. the European 
trusts and combinations. 

It is pointed out that the Sherman 
Anti-Trust law prevents American 
companies from making direct 
agreements with their European 
competitors, but indirect connections 
through the medium of banks is not 
ruled out. 

These bank purchases of bonds and 
stocks, it is explained, would give to 
the American interests a necessary 
inside line on the European trust 
and do much toward offsetting any. 
detrimental effects which foreign 
trust agreements might have. 


Other Theories Advanced. 


Another theory is that the Amer- 
ican financial interests merely see 
in the foreign chemical companies 
and trusts an excellent medium for 
disposing of capital and are not con- 
cerned with the highér business poli- 
tics revolving around the European 
chetmical situation. 

Still another explanation advanced

| RECESSION "NOW" EXPECTED 


Advance of Rediscount Rates 
Other Cities Likely to Check

An increase of $134,531,000 in 
brokers’ loans, placing the total 
above the four-billion-dollar mark for 

' the first time since the publication 
of the figures was begun two years 
ago, was announced by the Federal 

Reserve Board yesterday. The 
| largest increases were in the loans 
made by out-of-town banks and by 
the group of lenderes classed as 
others, although the New York City 
banks recorded an expansion of 
more than $19,000,000 in their own 
loans for the last week.

Series of Increases. 


The increase announced yesterday 
came on top of an expansion of more 
than $15,000,000 in the total last week 
and of $153,929,000 two weeks ago, 
a reflection of the extraordinary vol- 

ume of trading in the stock market. 


On only two days out of the last nine 
have transactions fallen below the 
4,000,000-shares-a-day mark and wide 
advances have been scored. in many 
of the leading issues. This has called 
increasing amounts of bank. credit 
into play and the higher money rates 
established recently have drawn large 
amounts of money from out of town 
to be placed jin the collateral loan 
market. 

A 6 per cent. call money rate pre- 
vailed for a while last week and 
although the rate has since declined 
to 4% per cent. time money has re- 
mained firm: This condition was 
reflected in the increase of $53,500,000 
jn the loans placed for out-of-town 
banks and the increase of $61,645,000 
jn the loans placed for the account 
of others. The latter group is made 
up of large corporations and wealthy 
individuals who place portions of 
their liquid surpluses in the colleteral 
loan market. The loans made by 
these interests usually jump when 
interest rates are advanced. 


Shrinkage of Loans Expected. 
Next week’s statement of brokers’ 
loans will be watched with interest 
for a reversal of the recent trend, as 
it is believed that advances made in 


rediscount rates at other centres will 
tend to check the flow of funds to 
New York.

the fiscal agent here for President 
Gomez, charging fraud and misrepre- 
sentation. —

counsel for the Standard Oil in the

tion for removal yesterday said 
that Ditmars is a resident of New 
York while the Standard.is a Cali- 
fornia company. : :- 

James N. Luttrell; ‘counsel for Dit- 
mars, said last night that he would 
apply in the Federal Court to have 
the case sent back to the Supreme 
Court on the ground that the Stand- 
ard of California .does business in 
New York and- a managing 
agent here and for that reason the 
Supreme Court has jurisdiction over 
the company. 

Charges Venezuela Is Aroused. 

Mr. Luttrell: also’ said that the 
$900,000 claim is based on his belief 
that the Standard bought more than 
$50,000,000 of oil properties from 
President Gomez and his associates, 
all of which lands are rich in oil, 
and that the circumstances of the 
sale by the Government officials 
have aroused the -Venezuleans al- 
most to the stage of a revolution. 

The complaint mentions Ignacio 
Andrade, son-in-law of General Go- 
mez, and Governor of Aragua, who 
was host to Colonel Lindbergh on 
his recent flight, as one of the claim 
owners bought out by the Standard. 
Carlos Delphino is also named. 

Ditmars alleges that in May or 
June, 1923, Mr.. Meyer held an option 
for the. purchase of land in Vene- 
zuela for oil exploitation and explora- 
tion, known as the “Holdings of the 
Presidential Family,’’ concessions 
for which had been granted by the 
Government. He says he agreed 
with Meyer that he would prepare 
maps and geological and engineering 
reports on the properties and would 
then negotiate for the sale to the 
“Standard Oil Group of Segregated 
Companies,’ - during which time 
Meyer was not to try to sell the con- 
cessions elsewhere. 

The plaintiff says that during July 
and August of that year he advised 
the Standard Oil Company of Cali- 
fornia of the terms demanded for 
the properties, and ve it all the 
data he had obtained. Ditmars de- 
clares that the Standard officers de- 
cided to buy some of the claims and 
kept all his maps and —. after 
which negotiations were med di- 
rectly with the owners ‘al through 
Meyer. 

Says Meyer Kept Profits. 


In September, 1923, according to 
Dismars, agents and officers of the 
Standard represented to him that 
they had discovered certain facts 
which made the titles to the conces- 


sions void and hence would not buy 
them. The plaintiff believed this and 
guit negotiating, he said, but has 
since learned that the representa- 
tions were ‘false and fraudulent’’ 
and that the Standard ‘‘paid large 
sums of,money for said concessions 
and the defendant Meyer made large 
profits which. he retains.”’ 

Mr. Meyer will file a denial, it was 
said. No statement in behalf of the 
Standard of California could be ob- 
tained except. that ‘‘the company is 
under no liability’’ to the plaintiff.

WASHINGTON, April 19.—Condi- 
tions, as revealed in the Yosemite 
National Park by THe New. YorE 
Trues, which threaten the destruc- 
tion of many acres of timber’ were 
assailed today by Representative 
Louis C. Cramton of Michigan, a 
member of the House Appropriatiens 
Committee and Chairman of a sub- 
committee that prepared appropria- 
tions: for the national parks, in a 
letter to Colonel Greeley, Chief For- 
ester of the United States.. 

“‘A scandal which will be discredit- 
able alike to the Forest Service and 
the Park Service’’ was predicted by 
Mr. Cramton, who. told Colonel 
Greeley that unless steps were taken 
promptly to change the situation as 
to private timber holdings the Forest 
Service would be largely to blame. 

Mr. Cramton also has appealed to 
Secretary of Agriculture Jardine and 
Secretary of the Interior Work to 
confer on the problem,, which he de- 
scribed as ‘‘very acute’’ because of 
a pending new program of the tim- 
ber owners threatening more rapid 
cutting of the timber. 

Mr. Cramton said that he intended 
> bring the matter to the attention 

f President Coolidge unless a satis- 
factors settlement was made. He 
roposed that private holdings in na- 
fional parks be exchanged for tim- 
ber id in cance national forests. 

Mr. Cramton told Colonel Greeley 
he was frank to say ‘“‘that in the im- 
passe that appears to have been 
reached between the Forest Service 
and the Park Service as to certain 
transfers of vital importance to cer- 
tain of our parks, the attitude of the 
Forest Service does not seem, to me, 
to sufficiently reflect your own per- 
sonal attitude as expressed to me on 
numerous occasions in the past.’’ 

Mr. Cramton said he was con- 
cerned, in connection with Yosemite 
National Park, about conditions in 
Lassen Park in California, and as to 
oe robable attitude of the Forest 

ce with reference to desirable 
foaae adjacent to Bryce Canyon Na- 
tional Park, which ought to be added 
to the park.
